What's News: the media report 

More media coverage of micro'casters has emerged lately; we've received clippings 
from NYC and Florida about small FM stations operating in the face of FCC threats. 
In Tampa, "87X" runs about 30 watts from Ybor City with "programming that makes 
you think." And, in New York City, "Steal This Radio" runs mobile with 12 watts on 
88.7 from various East Village locations featuring an eclectic mix of free-form 
programming. Berkeley's Steve Dunifer figures into both articles as a sort of father- 
figure and inspiration. Naturally, the FCC takes a dim view of these "violations" of 
their power and authority, but to quote a Tampa program director, "...they should 
start up as many of them (pirate stations) as possible", something we can all relate 
to. [thx Vince Havrilko and Mike Prindle] 

In a sidebar to a follow-up article in the Tampa Tribune, Radio Free Ybor City has 
been warned by the FCC to "cease broadcasting music and anti-corporation 
commentary", programming the staff called "somothlng offensive for the whole 
family." (thx Vlnce Havrilko) 

Even the "zlne of zlnos" Is getting Into the act with a very interesting one page 
article. "We Don't Nood No Stinking License" (Factsheet Five #59, pp 11) is a 
thumbnail sketch of the history of radio, the establishment of an illegal, yet 
government-sanctioned, monopoly, and the origins of pirate radio. The author, 
Chris Becker, touches on Mbanna Kantanko's "Black liberation Radio" as well as 



Steve Dunifer"s Free Radio Berkeley; and points out that several other countries 
(including Italy and Canada) are much less dictatorial about the airwaves, [thx Bud 
Wooten] 

Elsewhere, microradio is now legal in Japan! Until recently, a "loophole" in 
broadcasting regulations permitted 1-watt FM stations provided the station did not 
interfere with other signals. The old regulations are being eased in a move toward 
deregulation. Under the new rules, "community FM" stations will be permitted to run 
up to ten watts, and new stations are expected to pop up all over the country. 
Already companies like Sony and Teac are offering "community FM sets" which 
include everything from CD players to small transmitters, [thx Steve Foehner] 

Interested in the background and history of European Free Radio? Now there are 
some publications available to those of us who weren't in Europe at the time. LS 
Publications offers "Vogelfreies Radio" (radio free as a bird), a 180 pg retrospective 
of German and Swiss pirates from 1983-93, and "Update 95", 8 pages of info and 
pictures. The book is entirely in German, unfortunately, and is US$20 or DM24.80 
including shipping; the Update is US$1 or one IRC from: Bjoern Quaeck, PB 
103113, 44031 Dortmund, Germany, [direct] 

The 1995 Pirate Radio Directory is fresh off the presses and in certain hot little 
handsl The very first copies were distributed at the Winter SWL Fest. As always, 
it's a treasure trove of insights and information, announcer's names and mailing 
addresses.

Has anybody else noticed how crappy conditions have gotten? Medium-distance 
skip is possible during the day, but after dark nobody seems to know where the 
signals go. Not a single EuroPirate has made it across the pond this season 
although KIWI has apparently made an occasional appearance - always at 3:00 
a.m., ET, but that's it! The 19m stations havent a chance even during broad 
daylight, Radio Pirana hasn't made it to NAm on 22m, none of the "usual" 25m 
stations have shown up. 

On the other hand, RFM, RBCN, and WRV have covered large areas by using 
frequecies just above the MW band. It's increasingly obvious that the high(er) 
frequencies simply aren't working because of the lack of sunspot activity; although 
there have been a couple new sunspots noted we *are* still at minima in the Solar 
Cycle; as Nick Grace pointed out in last month's DiaLogs column It'll be at least two 
years before we notice much improvement in conditions. This Is a recurring fact of 
Free Radio life, unfortunately. Happens about every 1 1 years. 
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So, what to do? Adjust, learn, and be patient. By 2000 we'll be sw.mm.ng in DX 
signals again, just maybe all those misplaced CBers will go back to channel 6 
where they belong and we'll be able to enjoy pirates on the "Pirate Frequencies" 
again... 

So- what happened at the Winter SWL Fest? Since I happen to know that George 
has already written his column and none of the other (active) writers showed up, I II 
give you a thumbnail sketch. Picture a relatively normal Holiday Inn in a typical 
small "exit ramp" Pennsylvania town; add about 250 radio phreaques (most 
carrying radios and many stringing wire all over the place), fold in several major 
clubs and famous people, season well with several kegs of beer, garnish with a 
swap meet and a silent auction and stir gently for three days. About the only way to 
describe the overall scene is in the words of a first-time attendee, who said (over 
and over): "Wow!!!"

Famous 
faces in the crowd included Ian McFarland, Dr DX, Gerry Dexter, Dave Valko, and 
Jerry Berg, no sign of Glenn Hauser or Alice Branigan this year. We took in nine 
subcriptions or renewals and sold a few small items - resulting in more than $350 
for the club treasury. More than one person is already planning to attend the 10th 
Anniversary 'Fest in 1997...

Yes it's time for feedback on your feedback - the best, and worst, Free Radio 
stations of 1995. Voting was a bit lighter than I had expected given the incredible 
amount of activity during the last half of the year! However, as in previous years, 
the ballots cast reflect the continuing desire for more Quality and less Quantity in 
The Scene. While a certain amount of activity is nice, even necessary to sustain 
listener interest, the vast majority of participants indicate that more than just 
"anything" is a worthwhile goal; and, frankly, that "anything" is not worth taking the 
so-called "$10,000 Challenge". 

So, who piqued the interest of our active listeners? Please pass the envelope(s)... 

In the Programming department, those selected as Best were: #1 K2000, #2 a tie 
between Radio Azteca and Radio Free Speech, and #3 KNBS. Honorable Mention 
goes to WPN and WREC. 

The Worst Programming Award wound up a four-way tie among: He Man Radio, 
KOLD, Radio Fusion Radio, and WLIS. 

In the Technical department those selected as Best were: #1 Radio Free Speech 
and Voice of the Rock, #2 K2000 and WREC, #3 KNBS and RBCN. 
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Worst Technical Award goes to the regretable resurrection of Voice of the Night. 
Several EuroPirate programs were also mentioned, mostly for extreme over-use of 
reverb and hard to understand accents. 

Now I punch a bunch of buttons on my calculator and we discover that The Best 
Free Radio Station of the Year was by far and away: K2000. #2 was Radio Free 
Speech. A solid #3 goes to KNBS, Fourth Place is WREC and Fifth are Radio 
Azteca and WPN. Honorable Mention goes to KOLD and Voice of the Rock. 

The Worst Free Radio Station of the Year goes to: He Man Radio. Second Least 
Liked was a multi-way tie among ECMR, Radio Fusion Radio and WSKY. 
Dishonorable Mention is awarded to Radio Doomsday, Radio Is Not Radio, and 
WKIK. 



There was also a general positive vote for "any/all stations using a 10-watt 
grenade' xmtr" but I'm not sure how to factor it in. 

Several stations gathered as many negative votes as positive votes and therefore 
cancelled right out this year, including a few surprises: KTLA, NAPRS (pitiful 
signals), Polka SW (same as NAPRS), and Up Against the Wall.Radio (cant seem 
to adjust his modulation properly). 

Other categories suggested by the readers - Best Program of the Year: the JTA 
Trial from K2000; Best New Trend: stns abandoning the overcrowded 41m band, 
and some serious broadcasters with a purpose; Worst New Trend: stns piling up on 
6955, frequent broadcasters with nothing to say, and any/all jammers. Finally, there 
was Hopes For The Future, including more MW pirates, less penis humor and 
fewer phallic-themed stations. 

So, what does it all mean? It means that the Listeners, the most important part of 
the Scene, are tired of QSOers on "pirate frequencies", jammers of all kinds, and 
wannabe Ops with nothing to say. On the other hand, they appreciate station Ops 
that put some effort into the programming in the form of new and different music, 
even music history and news, intelligent social and political commentary, and 
original humor. In short, they want something creative and unusual; not the same 
tired AoR and bland mediocracy that can be heard on any AM or FM station 
anywhere in the country. 

If you're an Operator and you've garnered negative votes (or no votes at all), 
certainly you could be insulted, even quit. Or you could do the positive thing and 
work to improve your fare. What You make of the results will be determined by 
Your attitude toward Free Radio and the public. A few years ago Hope Radio 
appeared in the Poll as The Worst station of the year. The Op, MJ, didn't take 
offense - he asked around what he could do to improve and, as a result, Hope 
Radio won the Best Station place the very next yearl That's the purpose of the Poll; 
to give you some listener feedback to help you improve your programming!

CLANDESTINE PROFILE

As usual for the April issue of The ACE, I had to write this column about a week early because of 
the ninth annual Winter SWL Festival that was held March 14-16 in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania 
ACE was well represented at the Fest again this year. Some of our other columns may have 
coverage of the event in this issue, but I always go on vacation for two weeks in March right after 
the Fest I trust that I did not win the grand prize again this year, this is a safe prediction even 
though I am typing it in advance. 

CUBAN INCIDENT CHANGES LITTLE ON CLANDESTINE FRONT 

In late February the Cuban Air Force shot down two of three planes that were flying near their air 
space. The planes, operated by the anti-Castro group Brothers to the Rescue, had taken off from 
Florida Both the anti-Castro group and the Cuban government agreed that Brothers had been 
flying planes near or in Cuban air space for a long time. The Brothers said that they were 
searching for boats trying to escape Cuba The Cubans said that they were provoking Cuba, and 
had in fact landed in Cuba on a couple of occasions. It is hard to say who is lying when an incident 
like this comes up, but since it is an election year, the incident had immediate political 
consequences in the United States. 

ACE members Ulis Fleming of Maryland and Barry Williams of Alabama both sent in a 
fascinating transcript of aircraft air to ground communications during the incident. This transcript 
was prepared by the USA government, and was released by UN Ambassador Madeline Albright 
The transcript indicates that Havana air radio warned the Cessna aircraft that they were in danger 
below the 24th parallel. A response from "Cessna 3" was, "We are aware that we are in danger 
each time we cross the area to the south of the 24th but we are willing to do it as free Cubans." 
Apparently the two aircraft that were shot down were just outside Cuban airspace at the time of 
their destruction, but a third aircraft that was inside Cuban airspace managed to escape through a 
cloud cover. 



Given the shooting down of USA civilian aircraft in international waters, a political response was 
inevitable. One action taken by President Clinton was an immediate increase in the quasi- 
clandestine Radio Marti broadcasts. Using the Voice of America transmitter at Delano, California, 
the extended Marti schedule (courtesy of VOA) is an extra twelve hours. The added times are 
5890 kHz at 0700-1200 UTC, 7405 kHz at 1200-1400, and 13665 kHz at 1800-2300. The fact 
that the 7405 kHz transmission is a dangerous violation of international agreements because it 
interferes with utility transmissions outside the shortwave broadcast bands does not seem to bother 
the VOA as usual. Its even been a while since Ne seen an FCC Press Release that claimed that 
pirate transmissions on 7405 kHz were dangerous because they interfered with aircraft in flight or 
ambulances. In addition, the VOA Marathon transmitter on 1 180 kHz that carries Radio Marti on 
medium wave has raised its transmitter power from 50 Kw to 100 Kw. I was always under the 
impression that 50 Kw was the maximum power for a medium wave station in the United States 
under long-standing international agreements, but in this case, that apparently has no effect 
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Other than the extended Radio Marti schedule, I have not noticed any noteworthy changes in the 
Cuban clandestine front As we mentioned last month, La Voz del CID has reactivated after a brief 
silent period Their usual activity on 9941.7v kHz in the daytime and 6305 kHz in the late evening 
continues. The Cuban jamming of these frequencies also continues. The VOA says that the 
jamming of both the shortwave and medium wave frequencies of Radio Marti is effective in 
a groundwave signal, but that the shortwave frequencies are audible elsewhere 
se the jamming transmitters skip over many areas of the island 

In the past, the area between 6900 and 7100 kHz has been a hotbed for anti-Castro clandestine 
activity. Some of these stations have been small operations run by anti-Castro groups in southern 
Florida The potential obviously exists for something like this to activate again. I doubt if President 
Clinton would let the FCC bust a station like this under the current circumstances. IVe scanned 
around this band a few times, but IVe noticed nothing. Has anybody else run across any unusual 
activity here? 

ENGLISH CLANDESTINE FROM SUDAN 

ACE member Harald Kuhl of Germany sends in a raft of very interesting material this month. 
Perhaps the most interesting item in his information is a log of the Voice of the Sudan. Harald 
pulled this one in on 8000 kHz (sic) from 1850-1919 UTC. Most of the program was in Arabic, 
but Harald was very surprised to hear part of this broadcast in English! The identification said that 
this station is the Radio of the Sudanese National Democratic Alliance. The English portion of the 
show came before 1859 UTC. Harald says that the program content consisted of "an interview 
about the situation in Sudan." BBCMS (via Monitoring Times), in a special summary of 
clandestine activity in Africa and Latin America issued March 1, did not mention the station 
among African clandestincs that are active. This is going to be a very tough catch from North 
America at this time of day, especially since the days are getting longer with the seasonal shift to 
spring. But congratulations go to Harald for an extremely interesting logging. 

Just before sending in this column, Harald sent another note that he has been checking this 
frequency on an almost daily basis lately. He says that between March 5 and March 9 he heard no 
more English on the station. So, perhaps this was unfortunately a one time event. He says that the 
schedule is generally 1815-1915 UTC on 8000 kHz, with programs in Arabic about politics and 
Sudan. Some local music is occasionally mixed in. 

Monitoring Times received a Press Release from Alan Patrick in Texas. We plan on mentioning it 
in the magazine, but it is sufficiently implausible that MT wont be able to give it much space. We 
dont have the space problem here in The ACE, and we've printed palpably goofy things in this 
bulletin before. So, m just reprint the whole Press Release and let you draw your own conclusions: 

"THE REPUBLIC OF TEXAS, TROT, PROPOSED CALL SIGN, will be the first actually legal 
non-FCC-licensed radio station. Reasons being that TEXAS became a Republic again on 
September 22, 1995. Military government by the 1933 War Powers Act has been dissolved. 
Basicly (sic), the federal government has no power in the Republic of Texas. We are looking to 
create possibly an AM 50,000 Watt station on a clear channel in the 530-1605 Khz band. Any 
Financial backing would be accepted. A percent of revenues would be disbursed to investors. An 
info packet on how you can Broadcast in your state through the use of Abatements is also 
available. Contact cosmos@computek.net For information on THE REPUBLIC OF TEXAS 
contact www.flash.net/~robertk Thanking you in advance for your consideration, Sincerely, Alan 
Patrick." 
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The last time that I saw anything like this was the Chiapas Libre clandestine incident that was 
instigated by Jay Murley in San Diego. Stay tuned. 




Media Network report that the m/v King David has been in Lisbon, Portugal and Cyprus for 
repairs and installation of radio broadcasting equipment Artuts 2000, a right wing political group 
from Israel, plans to operate a station from this ship while it is anchored off the coast of Israel. 
There is no information in the RNMN report on projected frequencies for this boat 



MISCELLANEOUS KUHL INFORMATION 

Harald Kuhl has sent in an enormous volume of news this month that is of interest to clandestine 
chasers. To save space, 111 just make a list of the items: 

1. According to the Omri Daily Digest, the FBI arrested Robert Stephan Lipka on February 23. 
Lipka, a former NSA employee, has been charged with espionage from Ford Meade, Maryland 
between 1964 and 1967. In Russia, TASS said that a book by Major General Oleg Kalugin, 
formerly of the KGB, contained information that led to Lipka's arrest The Russian Foreign 
Intelligence Service accused the FBI of "dirty tricks" during the arrest of Lipka. There is a huge 
amount of information now coming out of Russia that was completely inaccessible a few years 
ago, but we arent paying too much attention to it It is quite possible that there would be 
clandestine radio material in all of this. 

2. According to xinhua, President Clinton chartered a commission to investigate the need for the 
CIA in the aftermath of the prominent Ames spy case in Washington. In early march this 
bipartisan commission issued a report rejecting a proposal from some congressmen that the CIA 
should be eliminated Former Defense Secretary Harold Brown, head of the commission, said that 
USA intelligence capabilities should be streamlined, but that the CIA should retain its covert 
action capabilities outside the United States. However, its budget would no longer be secret I also 
saw references to this report in the general press. 

OTHER KUHL LOGGINGS 

Harald Kuhl sent in a handful of additional logs this month. First, he heard National Salvation of 
Cambodia Radio on 5407.2 kHz on March 7 between 2342-0005 UTC. He says that Kampuchea 
is often mentioned on this one. Harald also bagged the Voice of the Broad Masses of Eritrea on 
7085 kHz March 9 between 1647-1700* UTC. This one featured local pop music and 



Harald sends in another one with a couple of question marks on it While listening to a relay of the 
Russian Mayak network on 9494.8 kHz, which runs between 0900-1400 UTC, Harald says that on 
March 5 he heard them briefly switch to a relay of a news bulletin from Radio Rossii. Im not 
familiar with this station, but Harald lists it as a possible clandestine in Abkhazia. Does anybody 
else have any info on this? 

BBCMS CITES HAUSER AND NETHERLANDS ON LA VOZ POPULAR 

Harald Kuhl also sent in a non-log. He has been searching in vain for a broadcast on Tuesday or 
Friday evenings from La Voz Popular in Guatemala. Last month we mentioned some loggings of 
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this one from southern Texas. BBCMS cites a Glenn Hauser "World of Radio" broadcast that 
mentioned a February 16 interview on the Spanish language DX program of Radio Netherlands. 
Two station representatives from La Voz Popular, identified only as Claudia and Domingo, 
discussed the station. They said that the current schedule was Tuesday and Friday at 2315 UTC, 
or 515 local time in Guatemala (This may change with the advent of Daylight Savings Time). 
The nominal frequency in use is 7000 kHz, but the few logs that I have ever seen of this station 
have noted that the frequency is variable by at least 50 kHz. 

VORGAN ADDRESS 

Ronald Hagensen of Ottersberg, Germany writes in with a question. He heard VORGAN, (their 
Portuguese acronym), A Voz de Resistencia do Galo Negro, on 7090 kHz from 1930-2005 on 
February 16. This clandestine is the voice ofUNTTA Ronald wonders what their address is, since 
he would like to send them a reception report Ironically, the most recent information that I have is 
that this Angolan clandestine is currently reached by addresses in the United States. One proven 
source for replies is do Jaime de Azevedo Vila Santa, Free Angola Information Service, Post 
Office Box 65463, Washington, DC 20035. Another way to contact them is via 1629 K Street 
NW, Washington, DC 20006. Although African conditions at this time of day will weaken as 
spring advances, the station has been heard in North America on many occasions. Harald Kuhl's 
Clandestine Radio Broadcasting Web Page (httoy^^>k03.gwdg.de/~kuhl/cla) lists their schedule 
at 1650-2100 UTC. But, I can recall in the past that they have operated around 0400 UTC at times 
as well. BBCMS says that their transmitter QTH is in Jamba in the central highlands of Angola 

AL-OUDS RADIO 

Recent terrorism increases in Israel have caused us to focus our eyes on this part of the world 
again. The latest BBCMS information on Al-Quds Radio, a longtime Palestinian clandestine, is 
that the station is complaining that Jordan has been jamming their broadcasts. Israel has also 
jammed them for a long time. The station uses a transmitter in Syria Although they announce 
shortwave frequencies on 5990 and 5910 kHz, BBCMS says that they only hear their activity on 
630 and 702 kHz medium wave (announced) and an unannounced medium wave frequency of 
1314 kHz. While I was at the Hatteras DXpedition last November, I regularly was hearing the 
Norway transmitter on 1314 kHz with ease. I even heard this poking through as a heterodyne a 
few times this winter from Cleveland. But, there was no sign of Al Quds radio. 

E-MAIL DISRUPTION 

My local internet provider installed a new server with faster lines and more bandwidth recently. 
This required him to change his domain name. I am no expert in the technicalities, but this meant 
that e-mail sent to me via the internet might have disappeared for about two or three days in early 
March. If you sent something and you dont see it here, Im sorry about that But, this was caused 
by matters beyond my control. I believe that all is now back to normal.

As usual we want to send sincere thanks to those who contributed information to the column, and 
who managed to get material in by an early deadline and through my e-mail difficulties. We thank 
Harald Kuhl (Germany), Ronald Hagensen (Germany), Barry Williams (Alabama), Ulis Fleming 
(Maryland), and George Zeller (Ohio) for stuff that we used here.

My Tube Substitution Handbook states that a 6K1 1 or 60.11 may work, 
but "may not work on all circuits", most likely, those specifically prescribed for the 6C10.

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EURO REPORT

Hello, fellow knob twiddlers and welcome back to yet another EURO REPORT! 
Unfortunately, it's been several months since we've reported a single Trans-Atlantic 
reception. The conditions may improve soon, but no doubt we are missing your signals from 
the other side of the Atlantic ocean! 

Anyway, we were lucky enough to listen to some shows run by New Zealand's Graham 
Barclay and his "baby" KIWI RADIO! Surprisingly, we heard the station 4 times in a row 
around the Christmas and New Years period with nice signals on 7445 kHz. On February 
4th, KIWI used 7460 kHz and again the station was audible for more than one hour with 
own programming, and relays for Irish JOLLY ROGER RADIO and US based RFM! One 
week later KIWI relayed German SUNSHINE RADIO INTERNATIONAL and American 
RADIO DOOMSDAY! Again these programs were heard in Europe for more than one and a 
half hour! It is always amazing that those 350 watt signals are audible after a voyage of 
12.500 km! Thank you Graham for your efforts! The best reception has always been around 
08.00 UTC until 09.00 UTC! 

That's it from outside of Europe this time, but here are "local" news for you: UP AGAINST 
THE WALL RADIO was relayed via the British RADIO PANDORA on Sunday morning, 
February 25th on 6280 kHz, and RADIO DOOMSDAY made it again via Kim Hawks 
STARSHDSTE RADIO from Scandinavia on March 2nd on 3936 kHz at 22.28 UTC local 
nighttime. 

Two years after ceasing all transmissions, the European joint venture, LEVEL 48, will be 
back on shortwave. After two successful transmissions with LEVEL ONE 
INTERNATIONAL, where also some stations from the old LEVEL 48 project participated, 
during a secret meeting on March 9th and 10th in Germany it was decided to return using 
the old name LEVEL 48. The reason for broadcasts as LEVEL ONE INT. has been that two 
years ago, when cancelling LEVEL 48, SUD WEST RADIO, RADIO BENELUX, and 
CRAZY WAVE RADIO gave the other OPs the opportunity to continue with LEVEL 48, 
but nothing happened so far. So they (LEVEL 1 ) decided to rename back to LEVEL 48. 

Information about new stations that entered the team since the last broadcast as LEVEL 
ONE INT. are following in the next future. The LEVEL 48 team is using the Wuppertal 
maildrop, too. Further info is available via INTERNET:cwr@srs.joy.se 

There are more joint broadcasts now and then - e.g. with Dutch RADIO T ORENVALK and 
RADIO TONAIR with the name RADIO NEW WORLD. 

We have word that the German based RADIO TITANIC INTERNATIONAL is going to 
celebrate its 20th and 21st anniversary 1996 with special programs in Europe around the 
2nd weekend in April to remember all those people who perished with the "RMS TITANIC" 
on April 14/15 in 1912. A newsletter said yet another relay show for the US audience is on 
its way across the pond (named "TITANIC ON THE ROCKS" featuring mainstream Rock'n 
Roll stuff!). 
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You should try to listen to a relay via the IRRS Milan 10 kW outlet on Friday April 19th 
from 20.00 to 22.00 UTC on 3980 kHz. Probably some few signals may be audible in 
America too. INTERNET address is titanic@srs.joy.se 

In "Dutch"land many stations were raided by the RCD during the past months on the VHF 
and MW bands. Even the German based RADIO DRILAND (located near the Dutch border) 
saw a GPO van in front of his house and operator Klaus decided to take a break for a 
while Well done, lucky you!!
